activities of the Tax Collector’s
department. In 1903 the tax of-
fice occupied small quarters in
the old Court House, had a per-
sonnel of 16 and collected yearly
$10,000.00 in licenses and ap-
proximately $3,000,000.00 in taxes,
computed on an assessed valua-
tion of $169,226,936.00. Today,
the Tax Collector occupies the
entire third floor of the Hall of
Justice, employs 170 rexnlar.
